A Groom wkm. Installed. — A corres- 
pondent of the N. Y. Tribune, writing 
from Rome, gives the following extraordi- 
nary account of the progress of an Euglish 
jockey: 

Mr. Ward — or Baron TUarif— has made 
him-^elf somew hat conspicuous lately and 
a few notices about him mar be interest- 
ing. He is an English groom, who was 
sent to Lucca some ten years ago with 
some horses to the Duke of Lucca. Being 
a smart fellow, he was kept in the employ 
by the head groom, and after, himself 
succeeded to the vacancy of chief of the 
stables. The household of the Duke of 
Lucea was miserably mismanaged, and 
Ward proposed to the Duke to keep a 
larger number of horses of the first quali- 
ty, cari’iags, etc., for a smaller sum than 
was expended, 'riiis proposal was resis- 
ted by the nobles about the court, who 
plundered the Duke, and it was a question 
whether the groom would not be sent 
about his business for his discretion; how- 
ever, His Highness having decided upon 
trying Mr. Ward’s plan, for a few months 
discovered that he was better provided 
than formerly, and at much smaller cost.

He presentod his 
case to the Arch -Duke John, showing the 
financial ruin of the Duchy; He got the 
support from that quarter, returned to 
Lucca, banished his enemies, and became 
Ministi r of Finance, and, in short, of eve- 
lything, as all the others were merely his 
nominesSu 

About that time the political agitation 
of 1847 pervaded Italy, and Mr. Vaid, 
who had superintended the education of 
heir lo the Duchy, found that young man 
much more manageable than his lather, 
whom he therefore induced to abdicate. 
He bargained the sale of Lucca to the 
Duke of Tuscany, and immediately after- 
wards took possession of the Duchy of 
Parma.
